A THEORY SUPPORTED BY FRESH,. 
COHOLUSIVE EVIDENOB 



St. Louis, Oct. 27. — The World’s fair 
meeting of the International Council 
of Women, held Wednesday in Libra- 
ry hall, was devoted to an address by 
Mrs. May Wright Sewall, of Indian- 
apolis, honorary president of the coun- 
cil. In defining its aims and purposes, 
she said: “The international council, 

composed of 19 national councils, 
stands for social peace and interna- 
tional arbitration, a single standard of 
morality, and the abolition of every 
right and privilege of governments 
that is limited by sex. 

“In' many ways the progress of our 
council has been retarded by the sev- 
eral wars which have arisen since its 
organization. The action taken by 
Christian nations during the late Box- 
er troubles, such as the looting of tem- 
ples, the ill-treatment of priests and 
the violation of women deserves most 
severe criticism. Relative to the pres- 
ent conflict raging in the Orient, if 
every one of our seven million mem- 
bers had done her duty war would 
have probably been averted. The 
present attitude of our government to- 
wards the extension of the navy is 
subject to condemnation. The argu- 
ment advanced that the building of 
warships will establish a feeling of 
security is ridiculous. Are we not 
mad? Have we not forgotten our ori- 
gin? Have we not forgotten our des- 
tiny? 

“In speaking of a single standard of 
morality, it is blasphemous nonsense 
and a deinal of the Divine origin of 
the race to advocate else. 

“As for woman suffrage, it is an in- 
sult to womanhood not to have it.”

He Claimed the County Treasury at 
Pomeroy, O., Was Looted by Masked 
Robbers and Himself Locked 
in the Vault 



It Was Maneuvered in Circles and 
Against the Wind a Mile Above 
the Earth — A Slight Accident 
Marred the Exhibition. 



St. Louis, OcL 26. — Propelled part 
of the way by its own power and the 
remainder of the distance by the wind, 
which was blowing at tho rate of 
about nine or ten miles an hour, the 
airship of Thomas S. Baldwin, of Sao 
Francisco, in charge of A. Roy Knab- 
enshue, of Toledo, O., made an unan- 
nounced ascension from the aeronautic 
course at the World's fair Tuesday 
and landed near Cahokia, 111., a dis- 
tance of nearly ten miles, after a flight 
that attracted the attention of thou- 
sands of persons who cheered almost 
continuously as the big flying machine 
passed over the exposition grounds, 
left the residence section of SL Louis 
far beneath it, and soared a mile 
above the towering office buildings of 
the business district. Clinging to the 
framework of the car, his precarious 
foothold, an iron tube that forms one 
side of the base of the triangular net- 
work of supports and ribs of the air^ 
ship’s body, Knabenshue directed the 
movements of his flying machine and 
maneuvered in circles and against the 
wind, high over the monster exhibit 
palaces of the exposition, before the 
accident to his motor which rendered 
the big fan-like propellers useless and 
curtailed his command of the airship. 

Notwithstanding the breaking of the 
motor, Knabenshue did not lose com- 
plete control of the machine, but with 
the momentum given by the wind he 
was enabled to steer the machine in 
a course that varied several points in 
each direction from the trend of the 
wind and landed at a point of his own 
selection. 

Slowly the airship turned and, fac- 
ing the wind, made progress in the di- 
rection from which it had come. 
Again did the big cigar-shaped bal- 
loon turn at the command of the dar- 
ing man at its helm and once more 
it soared above the exposition build- 
ings on its way to the cascades, where 
hundreds of cheering spectators mark- 
ed its flight from the plaza St. Louis. 
In attempting to make the second turn 
the accident to the motor occurred, 
but almost instantly Knabenshue gain- 
ed control of the machine and steered 
a straight course a little east of south- 
(«ast. 

While the appearance of the airship 
In St. I^ouis created excitement, the 
sight of a swiftly moving flying ma- 
chine headed toward their town caus- 
ed a furore among the inhabitants of 
Cahokia and the surrounding farms. 
Horses were hastily harnessed and 
within a few minutes the roads were 
filled with i>ersons hastening along in 
the wake of the airship, which by this 
time was unmistakably heading to- 
ward the ground. 

W’hen within about seven feet of the 
earth Knabenshue threw out his grap- 
pU? and one of the hooks caught in a 
laige tree 'standing on the edge of a 
clearing and the large body settled 
slowly to the ground, resting lightly 
upon its frame work. 

After he had landed, Knabenshue 
stated that when he found he could 
control the movements of the airship 
even after the motor was useless, he 
determined to make the test a fair 
one and decided to effect a landing 
on the east side of the Mississippi river. 

The gas balloon is cigar-shaped, of 
Japanese silk, 54 feet in length and 17 
feet in diameter and requires 8,000 cu- 
bic feet of gas to inflate it. The frame 
attachment is 30 feet in length. It 
carries a double cylinder, seven horse- 
power gasoline engine, making 2,000 
revolutions a minute, to drive the pro- 
pellers. One of the chief new fea- 
tures of the machine is an arrange- 
ment whereby the ship is pulled 
through air instead of being pushed. 

Toledo, O., Oct. 26. — A. R. Knaben- 
shue is the second son of S. S. Knab- 
enshue of the Toledo Blade. He is 27 
years old and is an electrical engi- 
neer and inventor by occupation. For 
the past six years he has given much 
attention to aeronautics. He went to 
St. Louis before the World’s fair open- 
ed to work in the electrical installa- 
tion and has for two months been in 
charge of the captive balloon in the 
aeronautic concourse. 



Pomeroy, O., Oct. 27. — After investi- 
gating for a month the grand jury 
Wednesday indicted County Treasurer 
Thomas* J. Chase, charging the embez- 
zlement of $14,500 from the county 
treasury on September 9, when he 
claimed that the treasury was looted 
by masked robbers and himself locked 
In the vault. When Chase*was brought 
from the county treasury into the 
court his bond was fixed at $10,000. A» 
he was unable to furnish bail he was 
remanded to jail. The arrest of Chase 
caused no surprise in Meiggs county, 
but there is much excitement over the 
indictment that are ^pected against 
his confederates. The name of his 
leading accomplice is on the lips of all 
and the party has been suspected as 
much as Chase himself for over a 
month. 

Chase claims that two unknown 
masked men entered his office and rob- 
bed the safe, locking him in the vault, 
and made their escape in daylight 
without being seen by any one about 
the courthouse or in the town. Chase 
was found locked up by his daughter, 
who rushed to a local bank and thence 
to the fair grounds for some one who 
could open the vault. It was shown to 
the grand jury that at least half a 
dozen men were sitting in front of the 
courthouse all forenoon of September 
9, and saw no strangers. One of the 
most important witnesses was Roy 
Packard, treasurer of Olive township, 
who fixed the time of the closing of 
the treasurer’s office that day to with- 
in two minutes. Packard came to 
Pomeroy that morning to draw $300 of 
school funds for his township. After 
settling in the adjoining office of the 
county auditor, he went to a telephone, 
seeing and speaking to Chase as he 
passed. At that time Janitor Minich 
was sitting. by the door. Packard says 
he returned to the treasurer’s office 
within two minutes after seeing Chase 
standing by the door and then found 
the door locked. He was exasperated 
as he thought it meant another 15-mile 
drive to cash his warrant, so he shook 
the door and finally kicked it. Getting 
no response, he asked .lanitDr Minich, 
who still sat there, where Chase had 
gone, as he saw the treasurer only a 
moment previous. Janitor Minich said 
he thought Chase had gone to the 
county fair, which was then in prog- 
ress. Packard then cashed his war- 
rant at a local bank. 

As soon as the indictment against 
Chase was reported the grand jury re- 
sumed its investigation on the theory 
that there was at least one, probably 
two confederates, one to turn the com- 
bination on the vault door on the out- 
side, and possibly another keeping 
watch outside of the building. The re- 
sult of the investigation of confeder- 
ates is awaited with more interest 
than that of the principal did. 

If Chase is convicted the United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Co., of 
Baltimore, will refuse to pay the coun- 
ty $10,000 insurance against daylight 
robbery, as the indictment is for em- 
bezzlement.

Adm. Rojestvensky Mistook the 
Fishing Ships For Torpedo 
Boats and Fired. 



New York, Oct. 26. — There has been 
no resumption of fighting of a general 
character on the Shakhe river. Both 
Russians and Japanese are entrench- 
ing their positions. The outposts are 
within 700 yards of each other and 
less than four miles separates the 
main armies. A scarcity of fuel is 
causing the soldiers to suffer greatly 
since cold weather set in. St. Peters- 
burg has information that the Japan- 
ese army confronting Gen. Kuropatkin 
is receiving heavy reinforcements from 
the Port Arthur army and direct from 
Japan. 

London, Oct. 26. — Under date of Oc- 
tober 22 the Port Arthur correspond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph, describing 
the defenses of that place, says the 
Japanese will achieve a wonderful 
success if they can capture the for- 
tress with a loss under 30,000 men, 
for the garrison, though worn down 
and few in numbers, can hold their 
strong defenses with no great daily 
casualties from the bombardment of 
the heaviest ordnance, and that the 
Japanese must sacrifice numbers to 
gain even the advanced defenses, 
which are as strong as forts. This 
dispatch reached the Daily Telegraph 
by way of Yinkow. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 26. — A Harbin 
dispatch states that Viceroy AlexiefC 
published an imperial decree appoint- 
ing Gen. Kuropatkin commander-in- 
chief of all land forces in the east 
and retaining Alexieff in the post of 
viceroy. 

Mukden, Oct. 27. — The appointment 
of Gen. Kuropatkin as commander-in- 
chief was received with universal ap- 
proval. It will greatly facilitate the 
military operations. A Japanese at- 
tack is now expected shortly. The 
Russian batteries continue to harrass 
the Japanese. Otherwise all is quiet. 
The Japanese dead recently found 
shov/ed by their warm clothing that 
the Japanese are prepared for a win- 
ter campaign, whereas the Russians 
have not received their winter outfits.

Madrid, Oct. 27. — A telegram from 
Vigo to the Correspondencia says: 

“Oflicers of the Russian squadron 
give the following explanation of the 
North Sea incident: While steam- 

ing by night they saw two torpedo 
boats within the lines of the squadron. 
Supposing a ‘Japanese attack was im- 
pending, they opened fire. They say 
they did not see any sailors looking 
like fishermen aboard the two boats 
fired at. The officers say they do not 
know if any members of the crew 
were wounded. They express regret 
at the occurrence.” 

Vigo, Spain, Oct. 27. — representa- 
tive of the press succeeded in obtain- 
ing an interview with Adm. Rojest- 
vensky, who expressed great regret 
over the North Sea incident. 

The admiral stated that the unfor- 
tunate occurrence was purely acci- 
dental. The weather on the night in 
question was rather hazy. About 1 
a. m. two torpedo boats, which the 
Russians supposed were Japanese 
craft, suddenly appeared between the 
two divisions of the squadron and 
seemed to discharge torpedoes. The 
Russians immediately opened fire. 
They saw no fishermen, and were not 
aware that any damage had been done. 
Evidently, the admiral said, the fish- 
ermen had shown no lights. The ad- 
miral reported that he greatly regret- 
ted that any injury had been done 
fishermen and added that he had no 
doubt the Russian government would 
make ample compensation. 

Vigo, Spain, Oct. 21 . — It is learned 
that three Russian warships have an- 
chored in Arosa bay. The government 
has refused them permission to coal 
in Spanish waters. The Spanish war- 
ships Marques de la Victoria and Vas- 
co Nunez de Balboa are keeping watch 
along the coast. The authorities have 
ordered that all fishing boats shall 
,fly the national fiag in order to avoid 
a repetition of the Dogger hank inci- 
dent. 

London, Oct. 27. — There is no sign 
as to when Adm, Rojestvensky’s re- 
port will be made public, but if unoffi- 
cial reports should turn out to refiect 
the admiral’s official report, it is evi- 
dent the Russian officers made an ex- 
traordinary blunder in mistaking 
trawlers for torpedo boats and fired 
on their phantom foes. This astonish- 
ing explanation is regarded here as 
not fitting with the state of panic sug- 
gested as having prevailed among the 
officers of the Baltic fieet, and in that 
case, it is suggested, the Russian gov- 
ernment should find no difficulty in 
removing and punishing the officers 
responsible. 

The newspapers Thursday morning 
evince more heat and impatience than 
heretofore at Russia’s delay, which is 
considered absolutely indefensible in 
I the present circumstances. 

Ambassador Benckendorff’s tenta- 
tive communication to Foreign Minis- 
ter Lansdowne Wednesday and the 
fact that this was regarded as unsatis- 
factory only served to infiame the pub- 
lic mind; and while official circles are 
giving intimations that it is their con- 
fident belief the whole matter will be 
satisfactorily arranged, it is now quite 
evident that only a short time will be 
allowed Russia in which to gdve final 
and complete assurances of her inten- 
tion to comply with any and all de- 
mands Great Brita,in may make within 
reason. 

Gibraltar, Oct. 27. — The battleships 
Victorious, Illustrious and Majestic 
(flagship of Vice Adm. Beresford) and 
the cruisers Lancaster, Theseus and 
Endymion, are under orders to sail on 
the morning of October 28. It is re- 
ported that the purpose is. to shadow 
the Russian Baltic squadron, which is 
expected to go by way of the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

The Russian Baltic squadwn’s cruis- 
ers and torpedo boats are expected to 
pass through the Straits of Gibraltar 
on the way to Suez. The whole of the 
Gibraltar torpedo flotilla has been com- 
missioned. 

The ships of the channel fleet have 
filled their bunkers with coal and re- 
plenished their ammunition and other 
stores and will be ready for sea at a 
moment’s notice. The battleship Han- 
nibal and the cruiser Doris are watch- 
ing the straits closely. There is great 
a<!tivity at the dock yard, where men 
are working night and day. The ad- 
miralty is making inquiries concern- 
ing the coal available here.

SUDDENLY SUMMONED. 



Cornelius Van Cott, Postmaster of 
New York, Dies of Heart Failure. 



New York, Oct. 26. — Cornelius Van 
Cott, postmaster of New York city, 
died suddenly Tuesday afternoon of 
heart failure, following a sharp attack 
of acute nervous indigestion . He was 
taken ill Monday afternoon at his of- 
fice in the Federal building and his 
condition was such that the attending 
physician deemed his removal unwise 
at that time. 'Tuesday noon Mr. Van 
Cott appeared much better and was 
taken to his home in West 86th street. 
He walked to the elevator in the Fed- 
eral building without difficulty and his 
physician believed that the postmaster 
was merely suffering from an attack 
similar to several he had had during 
the past year. A consultation of phy- 
sicians was held as soon as Mr. Van 
Cott reached his home and they gave 
h favorable prognosis, provided apo- 
plexy did not supervene. Shortly aft- 
erward, however, the patient had a 
sinking spell and died at 3:25 o’clock 
of heart failure. 

He was postmaster of New York 
during President Harrison’s adminis- 
tration and was appointed again by 
President McKinley in 1897.

Bfanufacturer Provides Them by the 
Year and Renovates Them, 
Every Week. 



Even Government Inspectors Couldn’t 
Make Her Older Than 
She Looked. 



A statement of the business practice 
Df a Birmingham manufacturer of a 
line of high-grade brushes, hair and 
nail, in dealing with English hotels, 
may serve as a useful suggestion to 
American manufacturers and dealers 
in that line. This manufacturer con- 
tracts with English hotels for nominal 
sums, probably just about or nearly pay- 
ing his actual expenses, to furnish the 
hotels with hair, nail and clothes 
brushes. The hotel pay a fixed sum by 
the year, and also pay for lost brushes, 
which often means stolen ones. The 
brush manufacturer furnishes a double 
set of brushes for each washstand and 
at the end of each week takes away 
the brushes which have been in use 
and gives them a thorough sanitary 
cleaning. The bristles, which have 
been softened by the lavatory atteifll- 
ants daily w'ashing them, are replaced, 
and the brushes are generally repaired, 
refinished or revarnished, a second set 
being left in the place of those undergo- 
ing repair. The manufacturer places on 
them w’ith a very neat wire-tack letter- 
ing his name and address and the name 
of the hotel. 

The result is that the hotel is always 
able to provide its patrons with hair and 
nail brushes which are a credit to the 
establishment, and the manufacturer's 
brushes are so admirable that he ob- 
tains a splendid advertisement. It has 
been a surprise to me. how'ever, that a 
manufacturer who was clever enough 
to introduce this advertising system 
should not have made an arrangement 
with the hotels or retail dealers by 
which a glass case containing brushes,, 
etc., would be placed In the lavatories 
and the attendant allowed to sell them. 

Occasionally this manufacturer sells 
his “advertising rights” on the brushes, 
and in one case the proprietor of a well- 
known hair restorer had a neat adver- 
tisement on them.

The question of domestic help has 
been one of vital interest in the United 
States for more than a quarter of a 
century, and the people there are under 
the impression that in Europe the sup- 
ply of such help is greater than the de- 
mand. and that it may be had at very 
low wages, but such is not the situa- 
tion in Turin. I have known parties 
to look for domestic help for weeks in 
vain. The wages paid for “hired girls” 
vary from three dollars to six dollars 
and even ten dollars a month. The 
price is governed by the employe’s skill 
and merits and the wealth of the em- 
ployer. Here, as in the United States, 
intelligent and ambitious young women 
seek employment as teachers, as clerks 
in post offices and stores, as secretaries, 
stenographers, typewriters, In factories 
— in fact, they seem to prefer any kind 
of employment to domestic work. It 
seems ihat they even prefer to drive 
teams, to pull or push carts on the 
streets, or to become porters, to being 
domestic servants. 

Some time since I had occasion to go 
to Fomo, a small village at the head 
of a valley in the Alpine regions. There 
being no wagon road to within five miles 
of the village, all necessaries except a 
few vegetables hare to be carried, most- 
ly from Omegna. a distance of ten miles. 
In my walk to Fomo and back I fre- 
quently met women with large baskets 
on their backs, strapped to each shoul- 
der, and I saw that the baskets were 
filled with provisions, merchandise, and 
even lltUe kegs filled with wine. I also 
noticed that the “royal mall” was thus 
carried. This carrying is given to the 
lowest bidders, and as women are will- 
ing to work cheaper than men, they 
have a monopoly of the carrying busi- 
ness and men have been driven to find, 
employment in other lines.

In some parts of China the natives 
are in dread of the bloom of the bam- 
boo, at which season all kinds of 
dreadfud disasters are predicted and 
confidently looked for.
